Historic Landmark Plaque 
Given at Opening of 6Oth

“The original’ town of 
Greenbelt was the first govern- 
ment sponsored planned commv- 
nity built on garden city prin- 
ciples and possesses national sig- 
nificance in commemorating the 
history of the United States of 
America.” Those are the words 
appearing on the bronze plaque 
unveiled Friday night, October 
17, at a ceremony recognizing 
Greenbelt’s status as a National 
Historic Landmark. The program 
took place in the gyminasium of 
the Greenbelt Community Center, 
the room used since the town be- 
gan for a multitude of events 
over the last 60 years that have 
forged its people into a commu- 
nity. 

“To the best town: on the 
map!” That’s how a member of 
Greenbelt's first city council and 
later mayor, Allen D. Morrison, 
uscd to toast the city. So said 
his great-grandson, Justin Price, 
the youngest speaker at the Fri- 
day night program. And if any- 
one tricd to encapsulate the tone 
and content of the rest of the 
evening's speakers, perhaps those 
words would do it best. 

“What was known as 
Tugwell’s folly has become 
Prince George's pride,” said

IS: | 

Council has modified a few 
streets to accommodate bicycle 
lanes and to slow traffic by em- 
ploying traffic calming devices, 
including speed bumps. Do you 
agree with the changes made? 
What other steps, tf anv, would 
you propose to protect pedestri- 
ans, bicyclists, and matorists? 

Rodney Roberts 

Yes, T support the use of traf- 
fic.calnting measures throughout 
the City. As a member af Coun- 
cil, | believe the safety of our 
citizens is my ‘Most Important re- 
sponsibility, Iam particularly 
proud of the recent changes 
made to Cherrywood Lane in 
Springhill ‘Lake. Those changes 
have reduced speeds and im- 
proved safety for pedestrians, cy- 
clists and motorists. 

Currently the City is undertak- 
ing a study toadentify problem 
areas and is considering a- wide 
variety af non-hump or bump 
options. Some of my goals tm- 
clude pedestrian/eyelist over- 


passes on Greenbelt Road in 
Greenbelt East and at Kenilworth 


and Crescent Roads; traffic calm-- 


ing measures and bike lanes on 
Hanover Parkway to connect with 
the bike lanes on Crescent Road; 
enforcement of the State law re- 
quiring motorists to stop for pe- 
destrians in crosswalks; comple- 
tion and implementation of a 
City-wide traffic calming plan.

I-support the city implementa-— 


tion of bike lanes on Crescent 
Road and Cherrywood Lane. 
Motorists must give greater con- 
sideration to bicyclists as too of- 
ten they are cut off by inconsid- 
erate motorists. Motorists-using 
bike lanes to illegally pass other 
cars also endangers bicyclists. 
Use of police patrols and educa- 
tional programs on B-10 would 
help curtail this activity. Just as 
motorists can be inconsiderate of 
bicyclists, so too are some bivy- 
clists with respect to pedestrians. 


What Goes On 


Bicyclists need to give warnings 
to pedestrians when traveling the 
same routes. 

I favor traffic calming to re- 
duce speeds of cars and motor- 
cycles. Traffic calming, such as 
that used in Columbia, is effec- 
tive in slowing down vehicular 
traffic and are not the impediment 
to emergency vehicles that speed 
bumps are. Using police patrols 
to detect speeders would also be 
a deterrent. A third alternative is 
simple — the stop sign. 

Judith Davis 

I am extremely concerned 
about traffic safety throughout the 
city. Residents are seeking pro- 


tection from speeders and 
scofflaws. Responsible pedestri- 


ans and bicyclists should not fear 
for their lives. However, not all 
traffic signals and slop signs are 
warranted, nor even safe, when 
overused. It is impractical, and 
fiscally impossible, to post an

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Refuse Reality 


Here are two reality checks 
pertaining to the city’s collec- 
tion of refuse and recyclables. 

1. The total costs of collect- 
ing refuse and recyclables have 
remained amazingly stable over 
the years. What has changed is 
who pays the bill. 

In FY 1994 Prince George’s 
County financed 35.8% of the 
total refuse collection bill 
through the landfill disposal re- 
bate. In FY 1997 this had 
dropped to 13.2%. In absolute 
figures: the County Rebate de- 
creased by $99,038. 

From March 1991 until July 
1995 the county collected 
recyclables free of charge. 
Currently, the city’s net annual 
costs of recycling will be at 
least $90,000. As the county is 
no longer paying for these 
costs, the users will have to. 
The only thing the city can do 
is lessen the blow. by increasing 
efficiency wherever possible. 

2. The purpose of the Recy- 
cling Advisory Committee is to 
“advise council on ways to im- 
prove Greenbelt’s recycling pro- 
gram and its regular refuse col- 
lection.” 

In other words: the commit- 
tee is not limited in scope to 
promoting recycling. This is 
very sensible, since the issues 
concerning refuse and 
recyclables are intertwined. 

The committee realized al- 
ready in 1993 the potentially 
dire financial consequences of 
the county’s reduced support of 


the city’s refuse program. + Af- 


ter a lengthy in-depth sfudy, the 
committee presented council in 
May 1994 with a 14-page “Fi- 
nancial Analysis of the Refuse 
Service.” In November 1996, 
after conducting a User’s Sur- 
vey, the committee submitted to 
council a new set of, amply 
documented, “Recommenda- 
tions.” The principal recom- 
mendation was “reduce refuse 
collection to once a week.” 

In conclusion, I should like 
to publicize again the availabil- 
ity of the committee’s video on 
how to adjust to once a week 
refuse collection and improve 
recycling. This video can be 
seen over the city’s B-10 cable 
channel. The video can also be 
borrowed for home viewing: 
call Jennifer Foley, the recy- 
cling coordinator, at 301-474-

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J. Paul Williams 


John Paul Williams, age 66, 
died on Saturday, October 18, 


1997 from heart disease. Will- 
iams, who worked for the City 
of Greenbelt for a longer period 
of time than any other em- 
ployee, had retired in 1994 as 
Assistant Purchasing Officer. 
He was a founding member of 
the Greenbelt Volunteer Fire 
Department and Rescue Squad, 
Inc. serving as the department's 
first chief. He had been a 
long-time resident of Greenbelt, 
but was residing in Silver 


Spring, at the time of his death. — 


He is survived by his wife, 
Jane, stepsons Robert and Scott 
Busbey, brothers Robert R. and 
James H. Williams, sisters Betty 
Repp and Naomi Brooks and 
his aunt, Ruth Richter as well 
as many nieces and nephews. 

Williams first was employed 
by the city on August 1, 1947 
as a part-time fireman. At that 
time, the city had a combined, 
paid and volunteer, police and 
fire department. In January, 
1949 he became a senior fire 
leader, a position which he held 
until July, 1955 when the vol- 


unteer fire company was 
formed. 
On June 1, 1949, he was 


employed full time by the city 
as a bus operator. At that time, 
the city operated a bus service 
from Roosevelt Center to the 
Rhode Island Avenue trolley 
line and to US Route | where 
connections could be made to 
other bus lines. The city dis- 
continued bus service in 1963 
when a private bus company 
began to provide service di- 


-rectly between Washington and 


Greenbelt. 

Williams was then trans- 
ferred to the Greenbelt Public 
Works Department where he 
eventually became assistant di- 
rector. He was responsible for 
a variety of tasks including 
maintenance of street signage 
and regulatory markings, elec- 
trical work and purchasing of 
equipment. Williams was par- 
ticularly vigilant in removing 


illegal signs from the public . 


streets, much to the irritation of 
many realtors and political can- 
didates. He also spent many 
hours working with the Labor 
Day Festival Committee each 
year in setting up booths and 
providing them with electrical

In July, 1974 Williams trans- 
ferred from the Public Works 
Department to the Finance De- 
partment where he became as- 
sistant purchasing officer. He 
retired after completing 45 
years of service as a full time 
employee. The city sponsored 
a well-attended dinner party at 
the Greenbelt American Legion 
in celebration of his retirement. 

First Chief 

Williams became a volunteer 
member of the Greenbelt Fire- 
Police Brigade in 1945. He 
joined the Greenbelt Volunteer 
Rescue Squad in 1947. When 
the Greenbelt Volunteer Fire 
Department and Rescue Squad, 
Inc.’ was formed in 1955, he 
was elected as its first chief 
and served in that capacity for 
several years. He chaired the 
building committee for a new 
fire house which was completed 
and dedicated in 1962. He was 
the department’s technical advi- 
sor and involved with the selec- 
tion and purchase of new 
equipment. He was a member 
of the board of trustees and 
chaired many committees. He 
was a delegate to the Maryland 
State Fire Association and 
Prince George’s County Fire 
Association for over 35 years. 
In 1962 he was the first mem- 
ber of the department to receive 
the honor of Fireman of the 
Year. He was also the first 
member to be awarded life 
membership in the department 
in 1963. 

Services were held on Octo- 
ber 21 at Zion Evangelical 
Lutheran Church, Takoma Park. 
In her eulogy, Kathy Reynolds 
called Williams “Mr. Greenbelt, 
Mr. Fire Department and Mr. 
Fix-It!” She also reminisced 
that “whenever a friend was 
sick, either at home or in a 
hospital, J. Paul was the first 
one there.”

Retired Greenbelt Police Lieu- 
tenant Phillip R. Coombes died 
unexpectedly at his home in 
Belfast, New York, on Sunday, 
October 20.

Retiring in March 199], he 
moved with his family back to 
his hometown of Belfast, New 
York, to enjoy the easy life and 
take care of his mother. Not one 
to sit idle, Phil Coombes soon 
started working at different jobs 
in the local area. We all had to 
laugh when we heard that, at one 
point, he was driving truckloads 
of chickens to market. At the 
time of his death, he was work- 
ing as a manager at a retail store 
in Belfast.

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Hazardous Waste Day Successful 


Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School was overflowing with en- 
vironmentally conscious Prince 
George’s County residents last 
Sunday when the city of 
Greenbelt and Citizens Concerned 
for a Cleaner County cosponsored 
a truckload sale of home 
composting bins and the County’s 
Household Hazardous Waste day 
was held. 

By 3 p.m. at the close of the 
event, 524 County residents, in- 
cluding 99 people from 
Greenbelt, bought Earth Machines 
to bégin backyard composting. 
Homeowners will use the Earth 
Machine to collect leaves and 
grass from their yard, as well as 
coffee grounds, fruit and veg- 
etable scraps and egg shells. 
With a little maintenance and 
care, in about three months, the 
compost will break down natu- 
rally into humus, which these 
homeowners will use to enrich 
soil in their gardens and flower 
beds. 

“IT am pleased that so many 
more Greenbelters have been in- 
troduced to the pleasures of mak- 
ing rich, nutrient-filled compost 
right in their own backyards,” 
said Jennifer Foley, Greenbelt’s 
Recycling Coordinator. “I look 
forward to a second compost bin 
sale this spring so other residents 
will be encouraged to take advan- 
tage of reducing waste while get- 
ting compost in return.” 

Composting in the backyard 
makes a difference. Composting 
saves residents money by provid- 
ing a free soil amendment and by 
retaining soil. moisture, a savings 
on water bills is realized; Leaves, 
grass and kitchen scraps still rep- 
resent 30% of the. material 
thrown away despite-:effartsof 
yard waste ¢ollections.

DISASTER! Are We Ready? 
City Considering Plans 13

The Greenbelt City Council 
will be considering a. proposed 
plan for disaster preparedness. at 
their October 27 mecting. 

To address the issue of prepar- 
ing for a disaster is not a simple 
task. The first question is, What 
is a disaster? A snow and ice 
storm? A tornado?. A fuel spill? 
Contaminated drinking water? A 
plane crash? A hurricane? An 
act of terrorism? The list of pos- 
sibilitics seems cndless. 

The new question then be- 
comes, How do we prepare? It 
secms next to impossible, but al- 
though the nature of the disaster, 
and where and when it will occur 
are unknown, the town should be 
ready. 

In a work session held on Oc- 
tober 8, the Greenbelt City Coun- 
cil scrutinized a proposed plan 
oullining specific actions to be 
taken if a disaster occurs. The 
plan aims to lay the groundwork 
for a coordinated response to a 
wide range of situations, utilizing 
Greenbelt’s many resources. It 
also supplements the more com- 
prehensive Emergency Operations 
Plan for Prince George’s County. 

_ The proposed plan being con- 
sidered, modeled after one for a 
city in Kansas, was chosen by Bo 
Ferguson, management analyst 
and assistant to the city manager, 
because he felt it was compatible 
with the resources available in

conditioner. 

In addition to all the new 
home composters, 2,857 residents 
traveled through to drop off haz- 
ardous materials, generating 
nearly 700 barrels of waste that 
will be properly disposed of by 
the .County.’s contractor. Oil 
based paints, household chemicals 
and pesticides were all recovered 
for safe disposal. All residents 
bringing HHW also received a $5 
discount on their compost bin.

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Greenbelt. He said the plan 
would have no impact on the 
budget. 


‘To. customize the plan so that 


it would meet the needs of 
Greenbelt and utilize the re- 
sources specific to this city, the 
city went to Karl Granzow, Jr. for 
his guidance and expertise. 
Granzow is the Battalion Chief 
for the Office of Emergency Pre- 
paredness for Prince George’s 
County. As a source most famil- 
iar with the Prince George's 
County emergency plan, Granzow 
was an active participant at the 
work session. 

While Greenbelt ts not the 
first local municipality to initiate 
such a plan, Granzow described 
its plan as “very comprehensive.” 
He emphasized that communica- 
tion between local government, 
city employccs, and county, state 
and federal agencies is the key to 
a good disaster response. This 


maximizes resources and reduces 


the risk of duplicating cfforts in 
any emergency crisis. 

For optimum effectiveness, the 
various organizations should carry 
out a number of exercises, from a 
basic tabletop plan to a hands-on, 
go-through-the-nfotions exercise. 
The Federal Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency (FEMA) defines the 
minimum standards for such 
emergency plans.

Reduce, Reuse,

Greenbelt has gone Hollywood 
and made a fine little film reflect- 
ing one of Greenbelt's strongest 
philosophies: preserve the envi- 
ronment. In this case, it’s a 30- 
minute film called “How to Re- 
duce, Reuse and Recycle!” 

Save Money 

Cogent points brought out in 
the film: 90% of Greenbelt trash 
is recyclable. In Greenbelt alone, 
“40,000 pine trees worth of paper 
was used in 1997.” The city 
spends $9,000 each month to 
send trash to landfill. Conversely, 
$3,000 a month is saved by the 
city through its recycling pro- 
gram. 

In the film, members of the 
City Recycling Committee — 
Frieda Schieber, Darlene Walter, 
Leonie Penney, Pat Vella, Neal 
Bartlett and Esther Rivinus — 
show and tell ways they (and 
therefore others) can frugally re- 
use and recycle for the greater 
environmental good of the com- 
munity, as well as for the finan- 
cial savings. Each member of the 
committee is shown at home.

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Cherrywood Intersection 
Traffic Study Reviewed 


by Virginia Beauchamp 

What will happen to the in- 
tersection of Cherrywood Lane 
and Greenbelt Rd. (MD 193) in 
the year 2010? That was the 
question posed to Lukas Asso- 
ciates, Inc., a traffic engineer- 
ing firm hired by the city of 
Greenbelt. The Lukas report, 
using a Maryland State High- 
way Administration traffic study 
conducted on July 11, 1996, 
showed present traffic volumes 
at the intersection operating at 
a satisfactory level during 
morning and evening rush 
hours. But what will happen in 
the future? 

James Drake, a member of 
the city’s Advisory Planning 
Board (APB) present at a 
Greenbelt City Council work 
session on September 3, when 
the Lukas report was presented, 
disputed the report’s description 
of the current situation. That 
intersection “already fails,” he 
said, for people traveling east 
on Greenbelt Rd. and wishing 
to turn left onto Cherrywood 
during the afternoon rush hour. 

He commented that a sum- 
mer-time count, as the basis for 
the report, would not be typi- 
cal, since the University of 
Maryland’s heavy enrollment 
period occurs between Septem- 
ber and June. During those 
months, so many people travel- 
ing from the west try to make 
an immediate turn into the 
Beltway Plaza or into the route 
to Springhill Lake and the 
Metro station, he noted, that 
traffic backs up behind them 
into the through lane. 

Future Projections 

Al Lukas, who presented the 
traffic report, agreed that the 
intersection will need attention. 
Two approved future develop- 
ments—a planned office com- 
plex of 282,000 square feet on 
the Golden Triangle and the ex- 
pansion by 556,000 square feet 
of Capital Office Park—will 
generate increased traffic. (The 
Golden Triangle is located be- 
tween Greenbelt Road and the 
Capital Beltway and opposite 
Greenbelt Park; the extension 
of Capital Office Park, north of 
the Beltway, will lie west of 
Cherrywood Lane.) 

In addition, the completion 
of Metro’s Green Line, elimi- 
nating the transfer at Fort Tot- 
ten, is expected to draw many 
more commuters to _ the 
Greenbelt station and its access 
off Cherrywood Lane. Earlier 
traffic impact studies (for Capi- 
tal Office Park and for the 
Metro station) have also pre- 
dicted a 1.3 percent “back- 
ground” growth per year on 
Greenbelt Rd., which the Lukas 
report sees as “a reasonable 
forecast.” 

What may happen to the A. 
H. Smith property between the 
railroad tracks and Cherrywood 
is unpredictable, the report 
notes. Although the tract con- 


tains about 200 acres of unde- 
veloped land, about 75 percent 
is a flood plain. Currently 
zoned [-2, which permits heavy 
industrial and office use, it is 
being studied by the Maryland- 
National Capital Park and Plan- 
ning Commission for what the 
Lukas report calls “a new de- 
velopment vision.” MNCPPC 
has been in contact with local 
communities about the site, 
which lies within the Metro 
Transit Overlay Zone. 

With all these potential 
changes included, Lukas Asso- 
clates project that by 2010 the 
Cherrywood-Greenbelt Rd. in- 
tersection would operate at 
level of service E during the 
morning peak hour and at level 
of service F, or failing, during 
the evening peak hour. This 
prediction is based on their as- 
sessment of existing conditions 
as at level C. 

Recommended Improvements 

The Lukas report recom- 
mends the following improve- 
ments for the intersection: 

1) Adding a second left turn 
lane on eastbound Greenbelt 
Road. By narrowing existing 
lane widths, it might be pos- 
sible to make this change with- 
out acquiring further right-of- 
way, the report states, although 
it notes that more right-of-way 
may be needed. 

2) Constructing a second left 
turn lane on 60th Avenue in 
Berwyn Heights for residents 
of Berwyn Heights to turn onto 
Greenbelt Road. No further 
right-of-way would be needed. 

3) Constructing a second 
right turn lane for those turning 
off of Cherrywood Lane onto 
Greenbelt Road. Additional 
right-of-way would be required 
on the west side of the road. 

With such improvements the 
traffic capacity in 2010 at the 
intersection would be at level 
D during the morning peak 
hour and at level C during the 
evening peak hour, the report 
concludes. However, if the A. 
H. Smith property is developed, 
“substantial additional transpor- 


‘tation improvements to provide 


adequate access to the site” 
would become necessary, the 
report also cautions. 7

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City Council to Hear Two 
Subdivision Requests

Capital Office Park is on the 
City Council’s agenda next 
Tuesday night. The property 
Owners are proposing to 
resubdivide Parcel 1, the site 
that houses the two blue glass 
buildings located off 
Cherrywood Lane in the vicin- 
ity of Kenilworth Ave. 

According to the Advisory 
Planning Board’s (APB) report 
to council, the applicant wants 
“to create a small 2.45 acre lot 
(P-2)” on which is proposed an 
approximately 46,000 square 
foot, two to three story office 
building.” 

A restaurant may be in- 
cluded in the building which 
will be constructed on a large 
unused portion of a parking 
area along Cherrywood Lane 
near Kenilworth Ave. Access 
to the building will be pro- 
vided by the existing access 
drive off Cherrywood Lane and 
also via Ivy Lane. 

APB recommends that the 
city council approve this 


resubdivision with the follow- 
ing conditions: (1) That the

City be granted detailed site 
plan and exterior signage re- 
view for the proposed office 
building on parcel I-2. (2) The 
proposed development must 
meet the Adequate Public Fa- 
cilities Ordinance (APFO), par- 
ticularly related to traffic facili- 
ties. (APB is concerned that 
state-approved traffic improve- 
ments cited in the applicant’s 
traffic impact study have not 
yet been reviewed and approved 
by the City of Greenbelt.) (3) 
The applicant must provide 
documentation that the office 
park currently meets or is de- 
veloping a Traffic Demand 
Management Program (15% trip 
reduction) which was placed as 
a condition of approval of the 
Capital Office Park develop- 
ment. If no supporting infor- 
mation is available, the appli- 
cant must prove that the pro- 
posed development meets the 
APFO without the 15% reduc- 
tion. 
Additional Plan 

Council will also be consid- 
ering a preliminary plan of sub- 
division for Parcel D-1 which

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currently houses the three origi- 
nal office buildings at the cor- 
ner of Ivy and Cherrywood 
Lanes. No new development is 
associated with this plan to 
subdivide parcel D-1 into par- 
cels D-2, D-3 and D-4. 

The three buildings, which 
are under the same ownership, 
have separate financing agree- 
ments. APB notes: “the rea- 
son for the proposed subdivi- 
sion, as cited by the applicant, 
is strictly for financing pur- 
poses and the board was in- 
formed by the applicant that no 
future development is envi- 
sioned for the parcel.” 

APB approved the 
resubdivision as submitted.

The falling leaves announce 
that autumn has truly arrived. 
It is so good to get out and be 
in sunny, pleasant. weather, for 
all too soon the days will be 
short and cold. So for the next 
few weeks take the time to be 
out in the good weather and get 
some garden work done, too. 

Autumn is the time for 
clean-up and for harvest, (for 
those lucky enough to have 
good crops in this dry year). 
Autumn is also the time of year 
in which a lot of garden tasks 
can be done. Unlike spring, 
there is no hurry to get most of 
these tasks done, so you can 
just set your own pace. 

This autumn is different than 
most because of the drought. - It 
will take at least several inches 
of rainfall to alleviate drought 
conditions. 


Clean-up Tasks 


After the frost the plants that 
are killed should be pulled up 
and cemposted or thrown out. 
Insect and plant diseases can 
spend the winter in the garden 
bed if dead plants are left in 
place in the garden. 

Another often overlooked 
clean up task is to keep the 
public sidewalks adjoining your 
property swept off and free of 
debris. lt is just simple cour- 
tesy to keep the walks clear of 
hazards that can cause trips and

Squir- 
rels and birds will be glad to 
find the whole acorns you 
swept off the walk now (before 
they get crushed underfoot) in 
the middle of the winter when 
food is scarce. And if pedestri- 
ans are slipping and sliding 
their way past your yard all 
they will think of is how you 
do not keep up your property - 
no matter how neat the rest of 
the yard is. Amazingly enough 
I’ve seen immaculately 
groomed yards next to side- 
walks covered an inch or more 
deep in debris. 

The city will pick up yard 
waste from your yard. Call

Leaves 


Raking up the fallen leaves 
is the big: fallectean up task. 
Whether you bag them, drag 
them to the street for pick up, 
or compost them, leaves can 
not be left on grass and ground 
cover plants or they will kill 
them. So there is no getting 
around doing this clean up task. 

Leaves can be very useful in 
the garden since they add nutri- 
ents to the soil as they decom- 
pose. Use fallen leaves to 
make soil or to use as mulch. 
Making compost turns the 
leaves into high quality. soil. 
Compost piles, are easy to make 


and use. In fact putting leaves. 


in a compost pile is a lot easier 
than bagging up the fallen 
leaves. Just rake the leaves 
onto a cloth or tarp and dump 
them in the pile. That is much 
easier than the bending and 
stuffing involved in bagging 
leaves for pick up. 

Compost bins can be store 
bought or home made. The 
price and size varies so get 
what you need. For example, a 
lot of leaves can be stuffed into

a compost bin so a small bin is 
all that is needed for a small 
yard. Making a compost pile 
can be as simple as marking 
out a square, putting a post in 
each of the four corners, 
stretching the fencing materials 
around the posts, and tacking it 
onto the posts. Fencing mate- 
rial that is somewhat sturdier 
than chicken wire should last 
for years. 

There are many variations on 
the theme of how to fill the 
compost bin. There are meth- 
ods to speed up the decomposi- 
tion process and change the 
acidity of the resulting product. 
The expert can read up on such 
things, for here I'll stick to the 
simple method. Basically it is 
alternating layers of organic 
material and soil. Place in the 
leaves, then compress them. 
When there is an eight to 12 
inches deep layer add an inch 
layer of soil. 

This method will produce 
soil in 12 to 18 months. This 
is slower than some methods, 
but you do not have the bother 
of having to turn the pile. 

Give some thought to where 
the compost bin or pile will be 
placed in the yard. The com- 
post pile can definitely detract 
from the overall appearance of 
your property just as trash cans 
or debris can. Once again it is 
the principle that what is fur- 
thest from the house ts actually 
closest to the view of the 
people passing by. Any object 
that is big, bulky, or does not 
fit in over ali with the rest of 
the landscape will be the most 
obvious object in the. yard. 

The -bin will be much less 
obvious if it is next to another 
large object, such as a shed or 
house; is surrounded by tasteful 
fencing, or surrounded by 
plants, such as shrubs. 

-A well maintained compost 
pile should not smell. Vegetable 
pecling may smell in the hottest 
months if care is not taken. 
Animals and birds may be at- 
tracted to an open compost if 
table scraps are added, so keep 
this in mind when placing the

officer at every intersection. 

More passive methods are 
available. Traffic calming de- 
vices, ranging from roundabouts 
to raised crosswalks can be 
highly effective. Currently, 
dangerous locations within the 
city are being analyzed, and 
neighborhoods will be surveyed 
as to their particular needs and 
preferences. 

As a council member, | 
voted for bicycle lanes and for 
the speed humps which a 
neighborhood requested. I am 


monitoring the effectiveness of 


these measures. The full report 
on traffic calming proposals 
will be submitted soon. Work 
sessions and hearings will 
gather public feedback. 
Greenbelt needs every appropri- 
ate tool to keep our streets safe.

I support design changes that 
create safer, more pleasant 
travel for drivers, pedestrians, 
and bicyclists. Consequently, I 
wouldn’t support additional 
speed humps in most situations, 
and I do endorse bike lanes. 
Refinements still are needed for 
Ivy and Cherrywood, but these 
are now approaching what 
Greenbelt streets should be.

One certainty about speed 
bumps is that people on that 
street will favor them while 
others driving that street will 
oppose them. That was our ini- 
tial experience on Northway. [| 
dislike speed bumps, but the 
less severe “humps” now on 
Northway slow traffic without 
creating the stop-and-go situa- 
tions generated by speed 
bumps. 

We need traffic calming 
techniques other than speed 
bumps. Council voted for bi- 
cycle lanes on Crescent Road, 
Ivy Lane and Cherrywood 
Lane, and for safety improve- 
ments and a median on 
Hanover Parkway. 

To protect pedestrians and 
cyclists, I favor (1) completion 
of our City-wide trails system, 
which includes protected routes 
for pedestrians and cyclists; and 
(2) overpasses over major road- 
ways dangerous to cross on 
foot or bicycle.
